The three children were Agnes McDonald, an 
orphan, who lives at 1620 Clara avenue, and 
Blanche Wright and Alice Piper, who reside 
opposite the Arlington School. Mrs. Ander- 
son when seen, said: ‘‘Yes, it is a fact that 
the rufians at that place have attempted to 
entice my innocent giris into their dive.

The lit- 
tle orphan, Agnes McDonald, told the 
POST-DISPATCH representative that Gus 
Faber had given her money and soda water 
and had ¢called her pet names and had en- 
deavored to get her to enter the saloon. 

Dr. Mulhollana’s14-year

three weeks ago Faber, she says, attractea 
her attention by rapping on the dar and 
beckoning to her to enter offered her a 
schooner of beer.

HAVE NO LICENSES. 


Two More Instances in Which Ziegenhein 
Has Violated the Law. 

Seipp & Mohrmann are running a saloon 
without a license at the southeast corner of 
High and Wash streets. They have a govern- 
ment license and have taken Iinitiatory steps 
toward procuring one fromthe city, having 
circulated a petition for a license among cer- 
tain residents ofthe block. An investigation 
demonstrated the fact that a very large num 
ber of residents on the block have never been 


asked to sign their petition. The junior 
member explained the want or a license by 
sayingit was in the hands of Anheuser & 
Busch to push for them. 

Another of Ziegenhein’s pets who is said 
to have nocity licenseis Tony Griesedieck, 
at 122% Franklin avenue. hen politely 
asked Dy a Post-DIsPaATCH reporter to be 
shown his city license, he pointed to a license 
behindjhisjbar saying Here itis.’’ The license 
was ina frame and two-thirds of it was con- 
cealed by a box standing on a shelf. When 
requested to tell its date he mumbled a surly 
reply but did not grant the desired informa- 
tion. The practiced eye of the reporter rec- 
Ognized that the license pointed out was 
aovernment license and not one from the 
city. The barkeeper, in reply toa query asto 
how long the saloon was running, said he did 
not know. He was equally communicative 
on other topics. | 

Some of Mr. Griesidieck’s neighbors were, 
however, moreapproachable. It was found 
that of all the residents on the biock only two 
would admit having signed a petition for Mr. 
Griesidieck’s license. Ina few cases, only 
women were at home and some of them did 
not know if their husbands had signed the 
petition. The following residents of 
the block in question say they were 
never asked to sign the petition 
for license for either Griesidieck or Seip & 
Mohrmann: B. E. Reilly, P. Small, George 
Schnell, J. R. Hammon, H. R. Sheets, Fred 
Sommers, J. Claiborne, Irving Leonard, I. 
Langewisch, Thos. Churchill, Mrs. L. West, 
Charles Fischer, Fred Long, Henry Lochte, 
Henr Raimey. C. H. Mundt was never 
asked tosign Griesdieck’s tition, neither 
was Wm. Hamfelder nor John Lautenber- 

er. Griesidieck has run his place wide open 
or six months. Manyof the above residents 
have expressed themselves as perfectly win 
ing to have signed either petition if they had 
been asked, as they believe in saloons in the 
aggregate. They said that despite the fact 
they had never signed the titions some 
body else might have signed it for them. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that the 
above saioons are runnog without city 
licenses in plain violation of law.

Collector Ziegenhein was in a bitter mood- 
‘ast niht at Armory Hall, where the Repub- 
lican ratification meeting was held, and he 
will be in a worse humor to-night in Stolle’s 
Hall if some of the Republican candidates 
carry out their intentions with respect to 
him. 

The Collector in every speech he has made 
in the campaign has declared that he didn’t 
value at the worth of a dog license the 
criticism that had been madeof his admin 
istration by the papers. He was going to 
be elected anyway. This seemed strange to 
the other Republican candidates, who knew 
they were obliged to Work forevery foot of 

ground they gained till early this week, 
when they found out on what Collector 
Ziegenhein based his hopes of election. His 
friends intend to trade every man on the 
Republican ticket, especially Walbridge, 
Nagel, McMathand Pocock, for Ziegenhein 
votes. 

TO SAVE ZIEGENHAEIN. 

The friends of these candidates began to 
find out what the scheme was at the begin-

The Man He Had Betriended Could Not 
fay Why He Had Gone About Ridi- 
culing His Benefactor—Was He an 
Agent of the A. F. A.?—Positive 
Views. 


The Democratic candidate for Mayor is 
known to all his acquaintances as a manof 
firm opinions and positive outspoken man- 
ners.

last Friday andah order has been entered 
forfeiting his bail of $10,000 cash, now in pos- 
session of the court. 

White married Mrs. Elma J. Nagle, the 
widow of Erasmus Nagle of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
who had left an estate of $900,000. White 
says that his marriage was all business and 
that he sold himself to the widow for $100,000, 
As ready money was short he took $25,000 
cash and a $75,000 mortgage. 

White left Cheyenne Sept. 6 last. So did 
about $100,000 of Mrs. White’s property. 
White came to New York and at once 
assigned his $55,000 mortgageto the Central 
Trust Co. It is sald the assignment was 
made without consideration. A charge of 
grand larceny was preferred against White 
in Wyoming anda reguisition secured for 
him from Acting Gov. Barbor. It was alleged 
that White had stolen from his wife the 
property he carried off, consisting of bonds 
worth $61,360 and about $40,000 In cash. 

White’s attorneys procured a writ of ha- 
beas corpus from Judge Wallace of the United 
States Circult Court.

Ths Famous Juige Talks 


Famous Decision. 


CLEVELAND, O., March 30.—Judge Ricks of 
the United States Court is home from Toledo 
and is busily engaged in preparing his forth- 
coming decision in the contempt cases of the 
Lake Shore engineers and firemen, which he 
wlll deliver at Toledo on Monday morning at 
9 o’clock.

FOR PUBLIC PRINTER. 


A Desperate Push for a Place With 
Large Reponsibilities. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The office for 
which some of the strongest pressure is being 
brought to bear upon the President is that of 
Public Printer. Althoughthe salary is not 
large ($4,000) in comparison with the respon- 
sibilities (for which a bond of $100,000 is re- 
quired) the patronage is large and this makes 
itso much sought after. He has alsothe 
purchasing of all the machinery and material 


deemed necessary, and controls an expendi- 
ture running up into hundreds of thousands 
Of dollars a year. Hols also the Government 
book- binder. 

With the exception of E. ©. Benedict of 
New York, appointed by Mr. Cleveland eight 
years ago (and whose brother Gllbert is now 
a prominent candidate for the office), the 

ublic printers have usually been selected 

rom the West. The present incumbent, 
Frank W. Palmer of Chicago, is an old West- 
ern typographer and editor, and stands well 
withthe ‘Typographical Union. The Typo- 
graphical Unton question enters largely into 

the contest. Some of the applicants have 
been fought by the union because of alleged 
dislike to organized labor; others have been 
fought by unorganized labor because of 
their union records. It is certain that typo- 
graphical unions, the organized mewbers of 
the trade, will have a good deal to say in the 
matter. They will de backed up by all the 
other branches of organized labor in the 
country. The unions of the large cities have 
already taken action, having sent delegates 
to the White House to represent their side of 
the question, The following are applicants: 

George Chance of Philadelphia is Presi- 
dent of Typographical Union No. 2.9 He 
represented that city in the International 
Typographical Union at its session in Chi- 
cago in 1879, and in Washington the following 
year. His lobby is international copyright, 
and he has visited Wasuington on several oc- 
casionsin the interest ofthat measure. He 
spoke for Cleveland inthe campaigns of 1884, 
18868 and 1892. He is backed by Chairman Har- 
rity and Eattor S'ngerly. 

I.. J. Washburn, formerly a proof reader on 
the Herald and WORLD of New York. He is 
indorsed by Union No. 6. 

John Pranzy of Buffalo, N. Y., was for 
some years State Factory Inspector, has been 
a delegate tothe International Typographi- 
cal Union, and ts indorsed by the labor press 
and bodies of New York State. 

Wm. M. Aimison of Nashville, Tenn., has 
been three times President of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, and is a mem- 
ber of the Childs-Drexel Home Board. 

A partial list of the publishers applying ts 
as tojlows: Harrel of North Carolina backed 
by Senator Ransom, Wetzel of Ohio backed 
by Representative Outhwaite, J.J. O’ Donnell 
of Chicago (Mr. O’Donnell claims to be bota 
printer and bookbDinder), Richard Ennis of 
St. Louis, head of the firm of R. & T.

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


Notwithstanding the elaborate reserve of 
the Senate, the terms of the Russian treaty 
are pretty well known. If the charges of 
compliance with the demands of the Czar 
were not true they would have been re- 
futed long ago. The two objectionable 
clauses are the ones makingan attempt on 
the life of the Czar or any of his family 
and the forgery of public documents ex- 
traditable offenses. 

According to the Russian code any ex- 
pression of liberal opinion, whether ac- 
companied by conspiracy or not, is.an at- 
tempt upon the Emperor’s life and pun- 
ishable with death, and as it is not possi- 
ble for any one to get outof the Empire 
without a passport, itis necessary for lib- 
eral minded people to forge that permit 
when they want to change their residence. 

The consequence of these two provisions 
of the treaty, 
becomes apparent in the light of this in- 
formation. The treaty is simply an agree- 
ment to surrender anybody and everbody 
to the tender mercies of a despot beside 
whom the barbarians of the Middle Ages 
appear angels of benevolence, It is an un- 
holy treaty between our Republic and the 
gloomiest of despotisms, binding the 
former to arrest and return fugitives from 
the latter’s oppressions. The Democracy 
oi America owes nothing to the tyranny of 
Muscovy, not even politeness. Aud the 
men who negotiated the instrument on be- 
half of the United States showed eithera 
marvelous ignorance of conditions and 
laW in Russia ora shameful indifference to 
the cause of liberty.

Despite the overwhelming evidence of 
the danger of the city wells and the popu- 
lar demand for their closing the House of 
Delegates in committee of the whole 
yielded to the pressure of a powerful lobby 
in the. interest of the well owners and de- 
clined to protect the public bealth from 
the menace of impure water. 

The amendments tacked on the well- 
closing ordinance practically nullify it. 
The city cannot keep a watchm each 
of the 7,000 wells in its borders fo ske that 
they are not used except for cooling and 
| stock-watering purposes. While the wells 
are open they will be used for all pur 
poses and will be a constant menace to the 
public health. 

The expert chemists and representatives 
of the Medical Sgeiety testified not only 
that the water of many wells was filled 
with impurities and disease germs, but 
that itis practically impossible to keep 
the water of any city well pure and heaith- 
ful, The fact published in _ yester- 
day’s. papers that emigrants and 
goods from infected European ports 
are slipping into this country 
and the conditions indicating plague visi- 
tation show the importance of guarding 
against it at every point. The clean- 
ing of the city and the purifying of the 
hydrant water will be of littleeffect as long 
as we permit the disease-breeding wells to

The Passage of the Bill Said to Have Cost. 


$180,000—How It Was Held Up by the 
Ratlroaad Committee — The Record 
Which President Walbridge Made on 
the Measure. 


The history of the passage ot the C., B. & C. 
franchise of December, 1889, giving ita right 
of way into the city, is full of interest, show- 
ing as it plainly does the vexatious delays 
and the obstacles which were thrown in the 
way of the passage of this measure before 
the Council. The entrance of this railroad 
into St. Louis has proved of immense benefit 
to tus city, and at the time was universally 
commended, yet for seven months it was 
allowed to lie in the hands of a committee 
for no other apparent purpose than to bleed 
the railroad as much as possible. It was not 
until Dec. 24, 1889, that the measure which 
was introduced May 10 of the same year was 


finally approved. 
The Committee on Railroads consisted of 


©. P. Comfort, Chairman, E. F. W. Meier 
and Phil Rohan. This committee was ap- 
pointed by President Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
the Present Republican nominee for Mayor, 
Who was known to be hand and glove with 
Comfort, whom he invariably nominated 
for committees having the greatest 
opportunities. At the time this fran- 
chise wasin the hands of the committee it 


Was currently reported that the railroad 
**put gp“ no less than $180,000, As the fran- 
ecbhise a most valuabie one the figure 
quoted is not at all surprising. 

The bill is Known as Council BIll No. 4, and 
is Gescribed as an ordinance authorizing the 
St. Louls, Keokuk & Northwestern Rallroad 
Co. to construct, maintain and operate its 
railroad over, along and across certain 
streets, alleys and other public grounds, and 
overand through certain blocks and parts of 
Docks in the city of St. Louis. 

The bill gave the railroad permission to 
enter the city at a pointon its northern 
boundary between the Bellefontaine Road 
andthe monument designated as No. 140 on 
the boundary line and to run thence in a 
southerly direction across and through the 
streets, alleysand blocks specined, It also

APRIL WEATHER. 


Statistics of Temperature of the Month 
for the Past Twenty-two Years. 
In pursuance to orders received from the 
Chief of the United States Weather Bureau, 
W. H. Hammon, in charge ofthe local bur- 
eau, has just completed a record of observa- 
tions for the month of April, taken at the 
station during the past twenty-two years. 
It n believed that the facts thus set forth 
Will prove of interest to the public, as well as 
the special student, showing as they do the 
average and extreme conditions of the more 
important meteorological elements and the 
range within which such variations may be 
expected to keep during any corresponding 


month, 

The alt of Observer Ham 
shows that the normal temperature during 
the period Mentioned has been s deg. The 
Warmest April was thatof 1878 with an av. 
of 61 deg.;the coldest that of 1874, 
with an average of 47 deg. The highest tem- 

rature during any April was on the eighth 

ay of the Month, 18%, when the ther- 
mometer registered 89 deg; the lowest was 
On Apriil, 1875, when 22 deg. was registered. 
© average date on which the last ‘‘killing’’ 
rost occurred in spring was April 2. ‘the 
average precipitation (rain and melted 
Snow) for the south has been 8.50 inches. The 
test monthly precipitation was 7.60 
hes in 1892; the least 0.45 inches in 1871. 
The greatest amount of precipitation re- 
corded in any 2 consecutive hours was 3.88 
inches, on April 25, 1878. The greatest 
amount Ofsnowfallrecordedin any u con- 
secutive hours (record extending bac« only 
to 1864-5) was (inches, on April? and 3, 1886. 
eaverage number of cloudless days has 
n 10, the average number of partly cloudy 
and the average number of cloudy days 8. 
The prevailing winds have been from the 
southeast and the highest velocity of the 
Wind during any April was 54 miles, on April 
8, 1875.

ECCENTRIC HETTY GREEN. 


America’s Richest Woman Again De- 
fendant in a Euit at Law. 


New Tonk, March 830.—Once more the rich- 
est woman in the United states is defendant 
inacasein court. This is Hetty Rowland 
Robinson Green, made familiar tonewspaper 
readers as Hetty Green. Henry A. Barling 
is the sole surviving executor under the will 
of the late Edward Mott Robinson, and has 
brought formal suit against Hetty Howland 


Robinson Green tothe end that his accounts 
may be settled. Evarts, Choate & Beaman 
are the attorneys for Mr. Barling; Rochfort 
& Stayton represent Mrs. Green. The whole 
matter has been placed in the hands of 
Henry A. Anderson of No. @5 Wall street, as 
referee, and he is expected to bring in a re- 
port soon. 

The estate was last settled in 1868, and a 
final accounting mast be made next June or 
July, when something like $6,000,000, so the 
attorneys for Mrs. Green say, will be turned 
over to the legatee by the trustee. Mrs. 
Green is worth fully $30,000,000, and her in- 
come is about $3,000 a day, besides $15,000 
which she receives moathly from the trustee 
of her father’s estate. 

Mr. Barling has received nearly $200,000 for 
his services as executor. Ten or twelve years 
ago Mr. Barling fell under Mrs. Green’s dis- 
favor through the mistaken attitude she 
imagined he had assumedin her behalf in a 
big Chicago real estate transaction, and 
since then, he says, she has sought every 
means to weaken his hold upon the reins of 
management. Forsometime past the two 
have not spoken to each other, all business 
between them being transacted through a 
third person. Ever since a projected pleasure 
trip to Europe in the spring of 1889 was sud- 
denly cut short Mr. Barling has paid more 
attention to tue joints of hisarmor and pre- 
pared himself for surprises. He was obliged 
on that occasion to hasten home upon re- 
ceipt ofacablegram announcing the start- 
ling intelligence that Mrs. Green haa taken 
advantage of his absence, swooped down up- 
on his office and forced his trembling em- 
ployes to disgorge securities representing 
$3,000,000, which she then deposited in the 
vaults Of the Chemical National Bank, sub- 
ject to her own call. 

Mme. Hetty has fought the trustee's ac- 
counts, item for item, with all her charac- 
teristic vigor, the purchase of postage 
stamps, ink, penwipers, etc., all receiving 
the severest scrutiny. Onone occasion she 
took Ss to certain expenditures and 
made a flerce contest, but was overr d. 
This, it is charged, served to helghten her 
dislike for the trustee. 

Hetty Howland Robinson Green’s fame has 
Spread all over the country. She is noted as 
a wonderful money-maker and for shrewda- 
ness in business affairs generally, some of 
her operations opening the eyes of the sharp- 
est men on Wall street. She is noted for her 
economical habitsand many eccentricities, 
She was born in New Bedford, Mass., in or 
about the year 1832. An ancestor, one Capt. 
John Howland, of ber mother’s family 
founded the family fortune by capturing and 
killing an enormous whale in the straits of 
Belle Isle. Tradition says the number of 
barrels of oll yielded by that monster of the 
deep was something extraordinary. The 
doughty Captain thereafter waxed rich, and 
aah escendants multiplied his gains exceed- 
ngly. 

Mrs. Green's childhood and girlhood were 
spent ina boarding-school, after which she 
lived with her aunt, Sylvie Ann Howland, an 
infirm, nervous old maiden lady of simple 
habits, while her father lived in New York, 
Hetty is said to have developed her econom!i.- 
cal characteristics while very young, and 
many anecdotes illustrative thereof are cur- 
rent in New U : 

One one occasion Hetty tried to rsuade 
heraunt, who was worth over 32,000. 000 to 
drive in a private one-horse carriage instead 
ofa hired vehicle, because the former was 
less expensive.

A CONFIDENTIAL CLERK’S CHARGES. 


Wm. M. Boecher Tells the Story of Forged 
Ware-Houss Receipts. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 30.—Information 
was secured at a late hour last night which 
seems to explain the mystery of the Sutton 
forged warehouse receipts. Rendered 
desperate and ill from the strain on his mind, 
Wm, M. Beecher, confidential bookkeeper 
for A. R. Sutton & Co., last night stated that 
his employer was guilty and said further that 


A. R. Sutton had confessed the same to him. 
The blank receipts on which the forgeries 
were committed, were secured, he said, over 
a year ago, and were secreted in the office at 
No. 105 West Main street for some time before 
being used. The actual amount of forged 
receipts, according to Beecher are from 
$50,000 to $75,000. With the money thus raised, 
in addition to the marginal loans, Sutton was 
enabled to buy up large quantities of whisky. 

Beecher said: ‘‘I engaged lawyers to-day 
and any information should come from them, 
but I am becoming desperate at the sus- 
picions directed against me and will stand it 
no longer. Sutton has done wrong. He is 
guilty and has confessed it to me, knowing 
that I had become suspicious of his transac- 
tions. I told President Barrett of the Ger- 
man Security Bank to-day about the forged 
receipts.“ 

Men did you rst see them? As long as

Careful Preparation and Skillful Workin

New Tonk, March 80.—Among the impor - 
tant witnesses in the Buchanan wife poison - 
ing case are Capt. William 8. Doria and Rich- 
ard W. McUomber, both old cronies of 
Buchanan. They are witnesses for the peo- 
ple. Capt. Doria, who bas just come from 
Chicago to be present atthe trial, is said to 
be an ex-army officer in Her Majesty’s ser- 
vice. He is now in the employ of 
a publishing house in Chicago. 
Mr. McComber was the second wit 
ness put on the stand yesterday. He 
testified that the doctor, in speaking of the 
Harris case, had said that Harris was a fool 
not to know how to poison his wife and leave 
motrace behind. Macomber was asked if 
Dorta had not expressed great animosity 
Against the doctor and in reply sald that 


Buchanan had tricked Doria into marryinga 
woman who, it was subsequently discovered, 
had been the doctor’s mistress. W hen 
drunk at Newark, hesaid,a few days after 
the death of the doctor’s wife, the prisoner 
had remarked that he was glad to have the 
old woman out of the way.’’ 
EXPERTS IN THE CASE. 

One ofthe experts to be called by the de- 
fense is Dr. Arthur J. Wolff of Hartford, 
who was called in when young Alfred Stille 
Ives was found in a state of comain the 
Heublein Hotel, in that city. Ives was 
brought out of his deep stupor by Dr. Wolff's 
prompt efforts. It is said that when Ives 
made up his mind to kill himself he also de- 
cided that by his death he would benefit the 
vexatious science of toxicology. He swal- 
lowed twelve grains of morphine and ninety- 
six grains of chioral at different gulps, ac- 
cording tothe story, and between times re- 
corded his sensations, The memoranda are 
now said to be in the possession of Dr. Wolf, 
and will be used in Dr. Buchanan’s defense.

Hesaid the defendant at 
the bar had been indicted by the Grand-jury 
of the city and county of New York for the 
crime of administering to his wife, on or 
about April 22, 1892, a fatal dose of ‘morphine 
poison, from which she died.

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The Steamer Strassburg Arrives After a 
Tiresome Delay. 

New Tonk, Mareh 50. Not far from sandy 
Hook the North German Lloyd steamer 
Strassburg spent last night, she would have 
come to her pier yesterday, but eircum- 
stances were against her. She broke her tail 
shaft last Saturday evening when about 550 
miles from the American coast. The acci- 
dent happened at 2a.m.

Word was sent to the 
agents of the line in this city and four tugs 
were sent down to the assistance of the 
Strassburg. Last evening the Strassburg 
was towed to port below Quarantine, where 
she remained all night. A quantity of fresh 
meat was sent down to the disabled steamer 
and under the benign influences of the juicy 
steaks and mutton chops the passengers re- 
covered their good humor and spent the 
night on the steamer without a murmur. 
The Strassburg was towed to her pier this 
morning.

New York’s Commiss'on Cleaning Up on 
the Croton Watershed. 


New YorK, March 30.—The work of re- 
moving the nuisances in the Croton water- 
shed was begun yesterday by Commissioner 
Dally. It became evident some time ago 
that it was absolutely necessary promptly to 
cleanse the watershed if-the health of New 
York City was not to be endangered, andtso 
the Legislature at Albany passed a measure 
which gave the Commissioner of Public 
Works ot New York City full power to re- 


move anything that pollutes the Croton 
water and to arrange a settlement of the 
damage afterwards. The Croton watershed 
is in Westchester, Putnam and Dutchess 
counties. The inhabitants ot these counties 
have long been using its streams and ponds 
as sewers. On or near their banks were 
built the outhouses, hencoops, piggeries and 
stalles of those who lived within the pre- 
ceinets of the watershed, and the sewers and 
drains have been so constructed asto pour 
their contents into these streams and ponds. 
The torch 1 pick-axe are being used with 
effect, and when the work is finished these 
polluting influences will be entirely removed.

INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 


What the Arkaness General Assembly Has 
Enact2d on This Subj-ct. | 


ILrrrir Rock, Ark., March 80.—The follow- 
ing laws affecting insurance companies have 
been enacted by the General Assembly: 

House bill No. 822. For the protection of the 
assured under fire insurance policies. The 
act provides that hereafter it shall be a suf- 
ficient compliance with the conditions of any 
fire insurance policy covering a risk in this 
State and requiring inventories and books to 


be kept if the assured shall keep such books, 
accounts and papers from which can be 


ascertained with reasonable certainty the 
amount or value of the stock or goods on 
hand at the time of the loss, whether every 
item of business is shown or not. 

Senate Bill No. 236. To amend the act re- 
quiring insurance companies to give a bend 
Ve fore solng business inthis State.

A KEEPUBLICAN FEAST. 


John Sherman on Currency ani Wm. 
McKinley, Jr., on His Party. 

Cantor, O., March 30.—Fogr hundred guests 

from various cities sat down tothe Repub- 


lican banquet in the mammoth Tabernacle.’ 


J. P. Fawcett presided, and Gov. McKinley 
was the guest of honor. Lettersof regret 
were received from ex-President Harrison, 
Senator John Sherman, W. H. Gibson of 
Ohio, J. C. Burrows of Michigan, ex-Gov. 
Foraker, ex-Speaker Reed, Senator Mander- 
son and Congressman John Dalzell. 

Senator Sherman’s letter, discussing the 


question of currency, stated that: 

Notes of the United States carefully limited in 
amount and backed by the credit of our whole peo- 
ple, supported with ample reserves in coin and with 
clear authority in case of necessity to redeem them 
inco:n by the sale of bonds, have been proved 
by ourexperience since the ist day of January, 
1879, to be a wise and safecurreaey. The real so- 
lution of the silver problem is to put into our silver 
dollar enough silver at market value to be equal to 
a gold dollar and to maintatn all forms of money of 
equal and interchangeable value. 

Gov. McKinley responded to the toast 
The Republiean Presidents. After paying 
that the Presidents of the United States ha 
since the beginning of the Government been 
citizens of lowly character chosen de- 
cause of some distinguished service, civilor 
military. he reviews the life and history of 
the Republican Presidents and paid a giow- 
ing tribute to Abraham Lincoln. He said that 
the administration under Benjamin Harrison 

had been pure, vigorous and patriotic, and 
had shown the nations that nocountry could 
with safety molest an American seaman or 
insult the American flag. Speakingof the 
Republican party he said: 

The cause is just as great and good and triumphant 
as it ever wasinthe past. The country needs the 
Republican party, for its principles and purposes 
and politics underlie every American interest.
